A caboose on the southbound local 


on the Pennsylvania railroad, was 
destroyed hj- fire' Saturday noon at 
Homer, when a coal oil stove used, 
by the members of the crew to cook 
their dinner exploded, throwing the 
(lames all over the interior of the ca- 
boose.' Pour men escaped without* 
injnry, although they lost consider- 
able clothing and valuables in 
the 


fire. 


The members of the crew who lost 


their belongings were F. B. Conner, 
G. L. Ritz .and P. A. Williamson, 
brakeman, all of 
Columbus, 'and 


Charles Shipman, conductor, of In- 
dianapolis. 


Mr. Conner, who had been 
pre- 


paring the meal, had just 
stepped 


from the caboose to assist in some 
switching when the explosion 
oc- 


curred. Immediately the entire 
car 


was enveloped in flames. Mr. Conner 
•would have suffered serious if not 
fatal injuries had he remained in 
the caboose a minute longer, 
the 


members of the1 crew believe. 


As the men 
had 
nothing with 


which to fight a fire o£ such propor- 
tions the caboose was 
uncoupled 


from tlie rest of the train so that the 
remaining cars would not be dam- 
aged. 


The four members of the -crew lost 


heavily of their personal belongings. 
Mr. Shopman's loss was

at between $150 and $175. In addi-
